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Remarks 

In the Ofi&ce Action irnder reply, claims 1-3, 5> 6, and 13-15 have been examined. Claims 1, 2, and 13 
hsvc been indicated as allowable. Claim 3 has been objected to as containing inconsist^t terms in the 
preamble and the body of the clainL . 

With the above amendments, claiml3 has been, amended. Thus, claims 1-3 and 13 remain pending in the 
application. The Examiner's objection is addressed, m full, by the above-amendments. 



The Amendments to thoe Claims 

Claim 3 has been anaended to correct the inconsistent language objected to by the Examiner. Hie terra 
"aldehyde" has been replaced with the language "5-hydroxyindole-3-acetaldchyde or 3,4- 
dihydroxyphenyl-acetaldehyde" and the term "neurotransmitter" has been replaced with ^'serotonin or 
dopamine". 

No new matter has been added.
